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Kentucky Congressman Discusses at 
Length the District of Columbia 

n3unces as Being "Loaded" — Says 
He Is a Target for Abuse Because

trict continues to be much in the 
limeligbt here as a result of hh ex- 
coriation of tbe attempts to have the 
federal government pay the larger 
part ol the bUU ot the District of 
Ootambia. regardless of their chmrac- 
tCT. Those attompts Mr. Johnson has 
successfully checkmated so far, at 
laaat to Um «steBt of saviag the BSr

In discussing at lonpth the attempt- 
ed elimination of those various sec- 
tions in tbe district bills which are 
' loaded." Mr. Johnson made a speech 
irtiirh caused him to be showered 
with congratulations from botii sides 
of the house. This speech, as it re- 
ferr. i! the municipality of Waih- 
ingtou, would be of local interest to 
every otlier city in the country in 
T/hioh combinations have sought to 
filcii tiie public treasury. 

Naturally the press of the district 
is wacins a determined and united 
ttfiA OB the chairman of the District 
uf Columbia committeo. but Mr. .Tohn- 
SOB lias paid no attention to the edi- 
torial and MVS stories. 

Mr. Johnson took up. In turn, the 
operation of the local railway com- 
pany, which seeks, he asserted, at the 
— fwweats eKpense. to have work 
dOM wfeleh it' shonld pay for. He 
fMicaiad the devices to which those 
are anxious to have the federal 
pajr the expeBses of ttie 
district resort. He pointed out the in- 
conFidtency in this or tiial apparently 
innocent aection which, when proper- 
ly shown np. proved to be another 
scheme to extort money frbm the na- 
'ional purei Mr. .TobnsoTi was at 
limes caustic and humorous, and he 
heH the atteBtloB of the hoose 
thlBBBhout. 

Johnson Opens Fire. 
The house being in connu-it**' of 
the wh(rfe on the state of the I'liion, 
had iiader consideration house bill 
No. 17M1, making appropriations to 
j.ro'.ide for expenses of the povern- 
Qient of the District of Columbia for 
the fiscal year ending Jane 18. 1913. 
and for other ;>urr,fr?(*s The section 
of the bill under immediate consider- 
ation called for an appropriation of 
$975,408 for interest and ainking fund 
tm the ftanded debt. 

Mr .Johnson si>f)k< as fcjilow : 
Mr. Chairman: I make a yoini of 
•rder ob this aection of the bill, and 

I wiah to discijFs it a little. I if;ard 
♦his as one of the very iiujK)rian'< 
lems la the bill. In fact. I think ^ 
here is no one item thai is more im- 1 
.'tortant than this. It lias been car- i 
ried aioim in tli« a|iiirf)|,!iation bill 
fur a number of years. However, 
when it was tnt pot in tli» appropri- ' 
.•ttion bill it was inserted witli the 
form cf the statute of 1S79 upon the 
snbject. Since that tiSM they have 
ceased to use the statute with this 
form, but hav? used soniebody s con- 
clusion as to wiiat the statute meant,, 
SBd have inserted that conclusion in 
the appropriation bin Ina t s ad of the 
r.ct itself 

Before noiuj. furllu r into tliat par- 
ticular subject, I wish to devote a lit 
lie Tiin<>. not to criticism, but to a re- 
view of some of the rulings which 
the chaiiman has made. 

A rulins by the chair to the ef-j 
feet that' an appropriation made out ' 
of public moneyjs for Iho purpose of 
resurfacing streets with asphalt can ^ 
he di v ertad froBi the purpose for; 
which it was appropriated and used 
lo build hrUV paving for the sireel 
c^i companies, and another ruling to' 
the effect that aa appropriation made ' 
for the public schools, with which to 
.•i;:ip public jilaygrounds. can be di- 
leried from that purpose and spent 
Kpon any other playgrounds — paroch- 
ial, sectarian (^r otherwise <'.n not in- 
spire one to further point's of order. 

Because the street car companies ' 
desire the district authorities to con- 
struct that part of the streets which, 
under the law. the street <ar com- 
panies must build and maintain, i.s no 
reason why tbe dietriet antboritles 
•hotdd want lo go into the sneet, 
bunding bu5ii!cs.s for the street rail-' 
roads. The district ofTlcials should, 
in my opinion, confine themselves to 
the task of caring for their part of 
the ^vork; and. instead of becoming 
contractors for the railroads, should 
notify the railroad eompanin that 
they themselves must do it. The rail- ^ 
■^als might not < ai c for a small fine, 
^ut if they did not < mnply with the 
lair their franchises would be. forfeit- 
ed. These franchises were secured 
al too little an expense*, and are now , 
so valuable aa asset that not the re- 
rUk will be aasnmed which 
BBdanger Iheir forfeiture. 
I aai conscious of the fact that no 
eae wIm» wtR read the Record contain 
Ing the proc«i«dings of the committt-e 
oi the whole house while this bill ; 



rive, at tha 
clu ion that any motion made or any 
amendment offered by me Jia<» hnd for 
its purpose the rep al er Impairment 
of a single act of eonsrees. If 1 .^uu^ut 
to do that, this Is neither the time nor 
the place for it. 

Upon the other hand, I have f-^rv 
t> Vtf s B d ea irwe d to hawa the ttm-it' 
tee of the wh:>le house confine Itself 
strictly to the law as It is now upon 
the statute books. During the ro- 
mairder of the time this bill Is under 
consideration I shall ooBtlaue my ef- | 
fo ts In that direction. 

It will be infliiteljr better for both 
Oie Cidted fltatoa aad the IVstrlet of : 
Columbia If a strict Interpretation of 
the law is here adhered to. I do not 
wish to criticise adTersaljr tte deda- 
ions cf the distinguished gentleman 
who now occupies the chair: but I 
trust it Is not at all distasteful even 
to him for me to review some of them, 
VKVly to see how this year a too Ifh- 
e-a1 c'lrs'r -ction sriven to a law lea 's 
nert year t'^ another too liberal con- 
atmetioB. until, in a ttm years, the 
orinnal law Is lost slg'ht of and the 
accumulated, unwarranted construc- 
tlo^ts thereCon tlwa,hsoaBH the ac- 
cepted law. 

Important Point Raised. 

The chair has held that under ex- 
isting law an a|)propriation can be 
made from the public treasury for 
enaipping public school playgrounds. 
Wle'hcr or not the law warrants that 
is not at issue, fur the reason that no 
folnt was raiaed as to that. But a 
point was raised as to whether or not 
the public treasury could bo invaded 
for the purpose of equipping other 
playgrounds; and the ohair has held 
that an appropriation of the people's 
money could be put into the hands cf 
the district authorities with no limi- 
tation upon It other than an expressed 
belief thnt ujion his part that those 
with whom it would be intrusted 
would not go heyoBd proper limits in 
exiiending it. 

If thia policy should be generally 
pursued, there would be no need for 
a single official bond in the entire 
Union: in fact, if we are to presume 
that only the proper and Just act is 
always to be done, there would be no 
reed for laws, no need for courts, 
no need for this legislature. The law 
relative to the schools of the District 
of CohmiUa not oaly contemplates, 
but sajrs so in so many words, that 
only the public schools are to be 
cared for at public expense. If, as 
tbe chair has ruled, the public money 
can legally be spent for playgrounds 
otlicr than th> public s<hool play- 
grounds, if tbe officials into whose 
! lands the nraaey to he expended has 
been put think so, then all limitation 
is removed. If the public money can 
be spent by district officials upon any 
playgrounds which they select, then 
let us see where It leads. If this 
( xpenditure uia.\ b gall.v ^-.r^ l i vnnd 
the public school, then it can go to 
the sectarlui wbool; next It may go 
tc the private school; next i! may go 
(o the public playground— and Just 
here 1 wish to call attention to the 
playgrotmd item. That item does not 
'■mit the public fund to equipping the 
public s« hool plavgi oinids : neither 
does it limit it even to school 
grounds. Under tbe decisions of the 
I I't'.ir the districi officials into whose 
hand-s this money is put, if they wish 
to do so, can expend any part or all 
of it upon any playgrounds. Then, If 
they wish to do so. they can epend 
it upon grounds other than those gen- 
erally accepted as playgrounds for 
school children: and. from all I can 
cam, Ihey contemplate exp« ;. ^int it 
I pon grounds other than public 
MShOOl gTOBBdS. 

When the ground ui>nii 'vhich the 
iiiuney is spent is not propeit.v legal- 
ly ac(|uired \^y the district for the 
public school system, then that 
ground otcuples the same legal status 
a* a park prlvatel.\ i;\>u< d. The pub- 
lic fund may properly be spent upon 
a park pnUlc owned; hut It can not 
pioii<'il.\ be spent ui)On a park pri- 
vately owned, except under authority 
of an act of coagreaa; and it requires 
an act of' congress to give that dis- 
cretion to the di-trlct officials whic>. 
the rulin.g uf .ir gives them. 

There is no act of congress which au 
thorises the expenditure of publi(; 
im.i: upon .such lirivate park or n: :- 
vaie grounds sm I have menlione l 
And, if there is no such act of con-w 
gpess. then the item In the appropria- 
tion bill Is clearly subject to a point 
of order, at leati 'infil a limitation of 
its use Is confined to the imbUc 
schools. 

Equippiag Playgrounda. 

.\^ain. if public niou''y can. in tlu- 
judgment of disiri< t ofliciais, be siical 
to . (jiiip pluygrtiunds, who is to (it tev- 
mine what that equipment is to be* 
Inasmuch as there Is no maximum 
school agt.' limit in ihe dislri<i 'li' 
f^uii>ment must, of necessity, take a 
wide range. The official rc])Ort of 
the school board discloses their state- 
ment that tbe school children (?) 
range in age between 5 years and 66 
years. 

The equipment of a playisronnd for 
ti:- s .v.ouhl range from 'ocKiiij; 
hors< to crutches. If, under tbe rul- 
ing of the chair, the district officials 
can spend Vncle Sam's money for 
cmtcRcs, the crutch mu.'^t fit the o;; 
year-old school child who is to use it, 
rise it would be without value in the 
playgrounds. .\s amlcsi and salves 
are used at public < xpeusi i.i 
playgrounds to enable tbe children tc 
pursne their games, why should not 
rlu ii!uatic nnnedies ;ils<) t)e carrii^d 
iu stock for the 6t)-year-oid children? 
JackkRlvea whonH be famished ia 
the playgi-ounds, so that the boys cau 
amuse themselves whittling upon ihe 
300,000 lead pen< ils rtn . ntl.v u.ir 
chased by the sc hool board I take it 
tor snuitoA tkat ths lOQjm lead pen

How- 
ever, h't3heto UmuM ha faiBlshed 
the PChosI chili en, anyway.

tures of the greatest collection of 
laintings in this whole country.

Mr. Chairmaa. Just as soon «b your 
Uncle Sam can spare the money your 
ruling should be brought into service, 
and the Corcoran Art gallery pur- 
chased aa a playground for the col- 
ored '^faidergartents" of the district. 
(Laughter.) Kontnciy. ny nativo 
state, will erect a monument to my 
memory for iMvlng made a point of 
order which brought foiih a rulin-' 
which establishes a precedent upon 
which Kentocky taxpayera may hara 
the pleasure ct sending one cf those 
little colored tots of artistic tempera- 
ment to the Old World to .gather up 
for the Washington playgrounds all 
the biogus pieces of the masters which 
J. Fieri)ont Morgan di l not have un- 
loaded upon him. (Laughter.) 

While Kentucky would thus honor 
m« , Mr. Chairman, for having dor-.e 
nothing more tiian unwillingly made 
the opportunity for su^ a chance to 
spend the public money, marble shaft 
and fulsome epitaph for you. Mr. 
Chairman who established the prece- 
dent, would be but mockery of the 
honors which. Tennessee would confer 
ui on you for giving her. Kentucky's 
sister state, an opportunity to pour 
the money of her people Into such a 
glorious worlc. 

Again, Mr. chairman, the printed 
report of the school board for this 
<ity brings the delightful inforniatioa 
that the people's money is spent to 
teach the young men and young la- 
dies — black and white, from C> years 
to f.C years- to 'irip the light fan 
tastic ti,t ."■ 

By all means the playground, paid 
for by your constituent and mine, 
s]'.' uld be e(p:ipp( d with a ballroom 
having gilded wall and waxen Hcknts, 
that these ladles and gentlemen — col- 
ored and otherv.'ise— may. in swallow- 
tail coats and kid gloves, sleeveless 
and bosoniless gowns. Instraet the 
disciples of the lowly .Vazarene who 
arc teaching from th,' pulpit that the 
scn.sual embrace of the round dance 
leads directly, in the great hereafter, 
to the certain attainment of that for 
which He bonded His head aad died 
upon the cross. 

Dancing and Shower Baths. 
Let us, Mr. Chairman, that our 

earthly fame inny l)e more lasting, 
and that our gloriuus h<reaftcr may 
bc^ rewarded with a halo as big as a 
horse collar, go back to those school 
Items, deprive the- common iierd c' 
taxpayers, with bended backs, crook- 
ed fingers, and bleeding palms, from 
partlelpatkm in the erection of this 
dancinu tabernacle, and givi- all the 
glory to the men of God in Tenuetisee, 
and let them pay for It. (daughter.) 

Mr. Chairman, in another of the 
school board reports I find that one 
of the colored school teachers de- 
scribes tlys splendid shower hatha 
which have been erected In his 
school, asks now. in simple jus-ticn 
to the District of Columbia, that a 
swtanndag pool be pot in at public ex- 
pense. lUit ibat is of no moment to

the report sa.v*, wants a greenhouse 
erected and raaintain<^d at public ex 
pense. in connection with his school. 

.Mr. ('' airman, x hy slioul.l he not 
have it? In this climate the flowei-s 
blodn only in the spring, and that Iff 
entirely loo s( Idom f(;r this gentl*^- 
nian of glnger-cal. ■ hue. \\'here yoi'

hardly faded until the lilac blooms 
and almost immediately after that th"' 
Mareschal Nicl, which has reniaineti 
green from fall to spring, blossom? 
Into beauty and fragrance, puts ont 
its tiny arm.s, and n rews its Idndly 
and annual embrace of our humble 
cottages which stand upon the siter.

The teachers give 
the public noney to little children, 
send them to market, and have them 
taught how to buv. These stall keep- 
ers in t'ne;e markets who teach them 
cio not, I imagine, charge too little for 
the teaching. 

When they i ave had this leaacB iB 
buying they take, or have sent, pa the 
school that which the stall keeper 
has taught them to buy; then it is 
i^erved in five and" six course "festl- 
bles." I rec< miv .-a\v one of these 
menu cards. It had ice cream on it. 
I asked the principal of the school — 
he was a colored man- whether the 
children made the ice cream or 
tought it. He said they bought it 
aiready fre -^-i but he could not tell 
me how t u 1. ieaching it reciuired to 
"•ia\e tbe children and their invitt-d 
-'uests to learn how to eat it. But. 
Mr. Chairman, that is of but little In- 
lei' .M to your constituents or mlno. 
All Uiey have to do is to work hard 
16 hours out of the S4 to get the 
iiioney V i'b \vl ich to pay for U all. 

i'aeu. in thr p;.l>lic schools here In 
Washingtcu they have sewing schools 
Tbe government furnishes them with 
the matorial which they use In the 
sewing lessons. They make ai)ror.s. 
and so forth, and then, after they are 
made, they are made: ,the same gar- 
ment cannot can not he made anv 
more, so they Ju.st let the girl take it 
home with her. 

Also Teach Mtllinery. 
Then, they teach millinery in the 
publir schools here. The govemment 

buv.".. tlM- untrinin-.od hat frames, al.so 
nuiieriri' with '.vhicii to trim them.
